In our last issue we made slight 
mention of what was said of this 
district by Mr. Robbins, the treas¬ 
ure- of the Associated Mortgage 
Investors, when Ee was through 
this country a few days ago. 

This gentlemen, while in Winni¬ 
peg, gave the following testimony 
to our district to “Canadian 
Finance.’’ 

Kingman Nott Robbins, treas¬ 
urer of the Associated Mortgage 
Investors, was a visitor to Winni¬ 
peg this week. The company is 
considerably interested in Alberta 
loaning. Mr. Robbins criticizes 
the statement recently quoted from 
a Montreal journal, alleging that 
"Southern Alberta has had only 
one good crop of grain in its his¬ 
tory.’’ As Mr. Robbins points out 
no matter how true this may be of 
the district from about Claresholm 
south to the border, excluding the 
Cardaton district, it is not true of 
the Calgary district, including the 
territory from Calgary south 
through High River and tliirtv 
miles south thereof. 

The Calgary district is one of the 
best settled and oldest established 
farming sections of the southern 
part of Alberta and has an excel¬ 
lent record, so that it seems to me 
that Canadian financial papers, in 
justice to their own country, should 
deferentiate this part of Alberta 
and the more southerly part for 
the reason that the southern part 
of Alberta, to the general public, 
means all of Alberta from the bor¬ 
der north to Calgary.’’ 

When Mr. Robbins was through 
the Vulcan district he said that he 
was very agreeably surprised. He 
had been led to expect that he 
would find a country absolutely 
parched, and with practically no 
grain. Instead, he found that the 
fields, particularly those on sura- 
merfallow, looked very good, all 
thhtg -t%rsidered. and he was of 
the opinion that this district was 
rather more fortunate than a great 
many others considering the dry 
summer.

Some little time back the postal 
authorities sent circular letters to 
the postmasters throughout the 
country notifying them that all 
money order business with the old 
country was suspended. 

Word has been received recently 
however, to the effect that the ex¬ 
change of money orders with the 
United Kingdom has been resumed, 
under conditions. The conditions 
are: 

£fo person under any circum¬ 
stance is to be allowed to purchase 
money orders' in one day exceed¬ 
ing $100. 

In the conversion of Canadian 
amounts into sterling money the 
present sterling table is to be used. 

Additional commission of four 
cents for each pound or fraction of 
a pound must be paid by the re¬ 
mitter and brought to account with 
the usual commission collected. 

As the reason for charging this 
additional fee is to meet the pres¬ 
ent rate of sterling exchange, it is 
subject to change from time to 
time as the rates of exchange vary.

A “Mite” 

The difficulties experienced by our 
forefathers in trying to reckon money 
in vpry small proportions appear in 
In the sixteenth and seventeenth cen¬ 
tury books of commercial arithmetic. 
The origlna'. ‘mite’’ seems to have 
.been a third ot a Flemish penny, but 
Jhe use of .he word for the widow’s 
coin of the New Testament made its 
regular English meaning half a far¬ 
thing, and come old people may re¬ 
member applying the name to the 
short lived n'mteenth century coins ot 
tlrta value. In those old arithmetic 
books "mite” standr for various val¬ 
ues not represented by actual coins, 
but obvious’y used in reckoning. A 
work of 1708 makes it one-twelfth of a 
penny, two sixteenth century books 
one-slxty-fourth of a penny.—London 
Jeake's arithmetic made It as-little as 
one-aitxy-fourth of a penny.—London 
Chronicle. 


Mexico's 8piked Mountain 
One of the most remarkable ge> 
logical freaLs in Mexico is a moun¬ 
tain situated tn the outskirts of 
Pachuca wli'cli presents the appear¬ 
ance at a distance ot being covered 
with spikes.

It seems 
to the layman that there must be con¬ 
fusion when incoming trains dump 
hundreds of trunks and hand bags lu¬ 
te the baggag-i rooms for distribution 
to all quarters of the city. System, 


though we may be able to exclude 
from our homes the moth, the house¬ 
fly, the agent and the burglar, we can 
not exclude germs. They ride In on 
the trails of ou-‘ gowns, they are 
tracked In on our shoes. They come In 
food and drink. In washes, in clothing, 
in wares. They come by mesengerc, 
and carriers and servants, as do the 
Influences of evil. 

I We need not go to the slums if we 
do not wish. They will come to us, 
and, wreaking upon us the Revenge of 
Neglected Things, they will avenge 
the poor. 

Yet It Is not vengeance the poor are 
wanting. They only want help, and 
they do not dream how much we could 
give them, besides alms. They stand 
afar oft, and look at us, beseeching 
too timid to knock at our forbidding 
portals. But the White Death, who 
has been their bed-fellow, is not abash¬ 
ed by any grandeur, or stopped by any 
bar. He comes straight from the filthy 
hovel to our homes, and peers in upon 
us through the windows, while we 
feast and laugh. Hu pushes epen the 
door, and strides In, and sitting down 
at our very fireside, looks Into the 
faces of our best beloved, so that they 
cry out and die! 

The revenge of the slums falls not 
only upon the Individual, but upon the 
city, in all Its interests and activities. 

It falls upon the city In losses ot 
live's and money, taxes paid for paup¬ 
erism, for c.*lme, for the cost of dis¬ 
ease. 

It falls upon the city organizations 
that Ignore the slums, by the light of 
their very ugliness and meanness, 
which frightens renters and buyers 
from the neighborhood, and Injures all 
adjacent property. 

It falls upon them, too, by breeding 
a class of cltisens that are a dead 
weight to civic progress. 

It falls upon the business interests 
by killing or weakening valuable work¬ 
ing men, whose loss is felt in traffic, 
trade and manufacture. 

It falls upon the churches, by rais¬ 
ing up those who defeat and defy 
them, by lowering the whole moral 
to'ne of the community, and Increasing 
the resistance'to the powers of good. 

These are the ways In which we are 
scourged by the slums, and until we 
learn our lesson, we must continue to 
suffer as well as the poor.—Albion 
Fellows Bac^n In The Survey.

FRANCE IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Its Influence In the Metllng Pot of the 
V Latin Racea 

South America la the molting pot ot 
the Latin races, and the French influ¬ 
ence now aeems to predominate over 
that of Spain. Italy la well represent¬ 
ed, especially I t strong Argentina. 
Brazil seems to bo tho most polyglot 
of them all, for hero tho native Portu¬ 
guese is mingled not only with the 
Spanish and French and English, but a 
great deal of German. In the south of 
Brasil 90 per cent, of the people speak 
German, and Portuguese Is not always 
enforced as (he language even of the 
public schools. 

The large German colonies here do 
not affiliate with these people as they 
do with the Anglo-Saxon brothers of 
the north. They live to themselves, 
they retain thel • own language and 
customs. In Chile, whore there are 
many English, . 00 , the Germans direct 
the education of the country. Buenos 
Ayres Is close to this Germanic group 
in Southern Brazil and feels Its influ¬ 
ence, though Argentina seems the 
most unified and progressive of the 
republics in point of literary expres¬ 
sion and culture. 

French influence also Is felt in Bra¬ 
zil. Rlq de Janeiro Itself was founded 
as a refuge for French Huguenots 
though they were afterward driven 
back. In Paris today one hears that a 
youth Is to emigrate to America, but 
probably It IS to Rio that he is going. 
There are many French immigrants, 
and French is required in most of the 
schools and Is next to the native 
tongue In importance In Northern 
Brasil. Formerly in Brazil Spanish or 
German always came next to French, 
but it is said that seme of the states 
now require English as the third lan¬ 
guage and that Brazilians are proud of 
i their English.

In the baggage room the trunks and 
bags are distributed as soon as reepiv- 
ed in ten apartments, each bearing a 
unit number, from 0 to 9. That num¬ 
ber Invariably represents the hund¬ 
reds unit of the claimant’s check. Thfe 
trunk with a 384543 check rwould go to 
the same ccmn-rtment as one num¬ 
bered 385543 or 383543 or 18543 or 
987543. The figure 5 Is the key fig¬ 
ure, with the result that there Is never 
any confusion or trouble' In locating 
the baggage desired. It would be In 
the compartment numbered 6. 

This simple plan solves the mystery 
as to the prompt, location of a piece of 
hand baggage when a passenger rolls 
up to the baggage room door In a taxi 
to get the place of luggage he has had 
checked and has to wait but a moment 
to obtain It.

Many of the Canadian cries, Cal 
gary except d, so far, have 
decided to clip trie civic psy roll, 
the end in view being a purely 
economic oi e o i account of the 
war. 

L There are argume its iu fa\or of 
this course; tin re must be, or the 
cities would not cariy out the plan 

But there is another side to the 
question, one jnst as vitally eoon 
omic, and that is the price of living 
To begin the explanation at'the 
beginning, the cities are curtailing 
expense bicause they anticipate a 
shortage of money on aocomd of 
the war. Accordingly they com¬ 
mence to economize by ontting 
down civic salaries. The reverse 
of this, picture is this. The war, 
and, incidentally the saving policy 
of many corporations, is having an 
effect on the general market Liv 
ing is going to be dearer. The 
price of a good many commodities 
are going op or have already done 
so, and people generally, not ex- 
cjpting civic officials will have to 
pay more. Why theu ehonld the 
salaries be reduced when it is go 
iog to cost the recipients more to 
live? There are, of coarse, many 
departments that can stand a re¬ 
daction, and a voluntary offer from 
a mayor of a town to Hcoept a 
quarter of his nsnal salary is qnite 
right. But it hardly forms a 'cri¬ 
terion in regard to the r. st of the 
staff., The mayor, more or less, 
is in power through choice, having 
other interests to fall back upon, 
bnt the official is dependent there¬ 
on for bis living. 

It stems that it wouldn't be a 
bad idea to begin workidg at the 
other end, and see what can be 
done in regard to the question of 
the cost of living first.

Payment will 
also be made to the wives and 
families of thote left st Valcartier 
after the contingent sails The 
government, however, are reserving 
the right to withhold payment from 
snob as are in receipt of payment 
from two sources. 

It ia also permisssible for the 
men to resign portions of their pay 
to their wives and families, roll| of 
these assignments are beijag pve.- 
pared as soon ns received. Pay¬ 
ments of assignments wilt also be 
made direct from Qitawa, and it is

The overpowering 
strength of the British navy, has 
gnarantetd safe shipping almost 
contemporary with the declaration 
of war, and save for a few German 
warships still at large, five in the 
Mediterranean and two in Atlantic 
waters, England oan proceed with 
her shipping as if nothing was the 
matter. 

And it is iu this sphere that she 
stands to gain. The commercial 
welfare of the country ought to 
get down lo businets and secure 
much of the trade that is usually 

f iven to Austria and Germany. 

'be total annual value of exports 
from Germany and Austria am 
onnts to £530,000,000, and muoh of 
this great amount is in trade with 
in the British Empire. This vast 
balk of trade is closed while war 
lasts, and it is an opportunity for 
British interests to seize it perman¬ 
ently. English manufacturers are 
not overburdened with orders at

London, September 2.—'JHrn 
losses of the English forces on the 
continent, killed, wounded and 
missing, aggregate 5 127 officers 
and men, according to figures given 
out by the government press bureau 
today. The figures are from a re¬ 
port sent by General French from 
the headquarters of the expedition¬ 
ary force. They relate to the 
casualties of one cavalry brigade, 
three divisions of infantry, less one 
brigade. The losses are divided 
«s follows: Killed officers, 36: 
other ranks 127; wounded officers, 
57; other ranks 629; missing 
officers 95; other ranks, 4,183. 
Totals, officers 188; other ranks, 
4A39. 

“As regards other ranks, it is 
known that a considerable propor¬ 
tion is missing,” says a press 
bureau statement. “Wounded 
men also have been sent down 
country, of whom particulars are 
unavailable at general headquarters 
The missing may include wounded 
prisoners, stragglers, as well as 
casualties.

The cocaine users show 
drawn features, prominent cheek 
bones ».nd usually have distinct rings 
around the ayes. The temperament of 
pickpockets is high strung, because 
of the dangers of the profession or 
from the use of drugs. At the same 
time they rre polite almost to the 
point of obsequiousness. They seldom 
carry-weapons and almost never re¬ 
sort to force. On duty they dress to 
suit the occasion, generally well, but 
not- conspicuously. They avoid wear¬ 
ing anything that might lead to Identi¬

Antiquities Discovered In a Pyramid 
Are of 0'rea es> nterett 
Professor Flinders Petrie and his 
assistants, who all belong to the Brit¬ 
ish School of Archaeology in Egypt, 
have secured the greatest treasure 
trove of modern times. Their biggest 
capture, the golden crown of an 
ancient princess, lias been left In 
Cairo, but the rest is to be seen by 
anyone who (ares to visit University 
College, Gowtr street, London. At the 
mouth of the Fa yum, about 60 miles 
south of Cano, Sanureset II. built a 
pyramid about 3,400 B.C. as a tomo 
for his fami'y. Some time later Sat- 
Hathor-Ant was buried with all har 
Jewels arout d her in the pyramid. 
Her tomb has been raided many times 
during the last fifty centuries until the 
English schoolmen, following a dis¬ 
covery of Mr. Guy Brunton, sifted 
every part of it. Amongst the booty 
to be seen at Gown street are long 
strings of amethyst beads. There is 
also the ma-vellous jewel taken from 
the breast of the mummy. In the 
centre it has Mpls-lazull, cornelian, 
and turquoise welded into the gold so 
as to form a king’s appearance. This 
is held on the back of a roan who 
leads a tadpole. symbol of a thousand 
years. The tadpole Is carved from 
some black stone not yet identified, 
at the sides are birds holding up ser¬ 
pents of gold, and there are a dozen 
Other bits of allegory. Yet it is a clean, 
flat Jewel only a few Indies across. 
On its unde' surface Is a replica of 
the top engraved In a way that would 
make a modern Sheffield or Birming¬ 
ham engraver envious. This is only 
one part of the great find. From other 
parts of the neighborhood the school 
has brought huge flare lamps and 
wonderful Jars and alabaster boxes.

Fox Farming In Alberta 

Fred M. Lee, president of the Pion¬ 
eer Sliver-Black Fox company, owne.- 
of a number of private ranches in A!- 
beita, said in an interview at Edmon¬ 
ton, That it will be at least 25 years 
before the value of the fox is estimat¬ 
ed on the pelt value. There is a great¬ 
er demand than ever for breeding anl 
mats, he added, hence more will en¬ 
gaged In the industry. The greatest 
danger to the future of the business 
lies in the promotion of over capital¬ 
ized companies and through the inex¬ 
perience of those who may be tempt¬ 
ed to take up fox-ranching. He added: 

“There is a tendency at present on 
the part of persons who happen to 
capture a ccnple of foxes, to Imagine 
they have mad* a life competency. 
For this reason they are at first dis¬ 
inclined to sell to the breeders at the 
market prices, and come to the con¬ 
clusion that the regular companies are 
In a combination to beat them out of 
their Just reward. 

"However, the business here is yet 
In Its infancy, and with a better un¬ 
derstanding be'ween the trapper and 
the companies, and -with sane regula¬ 
tions in connection with the securing 
of foxes, things will right themselves, 
and there can be no doubt that the 
business will make as much money for 
Alberta ns it has for the little province 
down by the sea,” 


Tobacco a Drug 

An interesting case of splitting hatr 3 
has arisen in Treian I in the adminis¬ 
tration of the National Insurance act 
as to whether tobacco is a drug, a 
necessity or a luxury, all three views, 
being taker »y diffe'ent authorities. 
It appears that the superintending 
medical officer of the Dublin district 
recommended tha. a consumptive pat¬ 
ient coming under the provisions of 
the act be given tobacco for smoking 
to comfort him i his last days, offer¬ 
ing to pay for the weed himself, but 
the Insurance committee decided that 
the tobacco was necessary to the pat¬ 
ient’s treatment, and sent In the b'll 
to the insurance commissioners. Two 
weeks later the local authorities re¬ 
ceived a lengthy crmmunlcat'on. de¬ 
manding an explanaUon of their ac¬ 
tion in sharping the government with 
a shilling’s worth of tobacco. Their 
r^ply was that tcbacco was recognize ! 
aua drug in tke British codex, under 
the title nlcotiana tohacum, and, that 
It had been prescribed by a registered 
practitioner. Thereupon the commis¬ 
sioners consulted learned K.t .'s and 
they are still wrestling with the sub¬ 
ject. - Meanwhile (he patient is dead, 
the tobacco has been smoked, and th« 
expense of the disputation has already 
reached a hundred times the cost of 
the original t<n of shag. 


BIG INCREASE 


Value of Quebec’s Mineral Products 
Up by Nearly $2,000,000 
The report of the superintendent ot 
mines ot ‘.he province of Quebec for 
the year 191? has juit been made pub¬ 
lic, and records that the value ot tha 
mineral products the pa:, yea' 
reached the sur of $fS,‘U!l,811, whlcr. 
shows an increase of almost, two mil¬ 
lion dollars over the preceding year. 
The above dg ires will be noted witli 
satisfaction throughout the province, 
as the depression in finances for the 
past eight month* seem to have hal 
nc effect on the mineral market. 

As In pan’, years, the production of 
asbestos heads the list. Of this valu 
able mineral alone the exports amount 
to $3,830,604. The province ot Quebec 
furnishes 80 per cent, of the.universal 
consumption of this substance 
According to the records of accl 
dents whirh occurred at the various 
mining plants during the year 1913, 
there wert 16 which proved fatal, giv¬ 
ing a proportion og 1.86 per 1,000 
workers, and this, the report states is 
much lower (ban in Ontario, where the 
proportion for lhe seme period shows 
4.00 per 1,000 workmen. 


MINERALS YIELD INCREASED 

Asbestos Alone Was Worth in 1913 
$3,839,504—410 Per Cent, of 
World’s Total 

The superintendent of mines of the 
province of Quebec reports that in the 
course of th.? last fiscal year, notwith¬ 
standing the financial and industrial 
crisis, the mines of this province have 
yielded a production of $13,119,811 in 
1913. These figures show an increase 
of nearly iwo million dollars over the 
previous year. 

As usual, asbestos leads all mineral 
products, the quantities extracted 
reaching ibe value of $3,839,504 
Quebec province alone produces 80

BOOST BC. LUMBER TRADE 

Steamship service to West Indies via 
Panama Would Give Great Out¬ 
let for Lumber 

E. 8. 8. Flood, trade commissioner 
tor Barbadoes, in his report to the de¬ 
partment oi trade and commerce, 
states that the opening of the Panama 
canal will enable shippers of lumber 
from British Columbia to compote 
with the Wsst Icdles. 

To satiety Inquiries a request has 
been made to the trade department ot 
British Colombia to furnish samples 
ot the dtfferen* varieties of lumber 
that are coinmerclal'y Important and 
suitable for exportation. 

These shipments will be showed to 
the traders and afterwards sent to 
Trinidad, Jamaica and British Guinea 
and the Nortlieu. Islands. In Ibis way 
an opportunity will be afforded tor a 


her with that new imported. 

The requirements of the British 
West Indies 'or lumber, shingles, 
shooks, staves and puncheons, have an 
average value oi about two and » 
quarter niilUon o. dollars. These colo¬ 
nies, with '.be exception of Jamaica, 
give a preference to Canadian lumber. 
A steamship ser-'lce between British 
Columbia and these colonies that 
would give *n outlet for lumber and 
other products of Western Canada 
would depend to a large extent on the 
availability of returc cargoes. Ths 
products of the West Indies, that now 
reach the preference market of Can 
ada and that could make the voyage 
to British Columbia without deteriora¬ 
tion are sugar and molasses, cocoa 
nuts and copra, coffee, molascuit and 
green heart tinier. The examination 
into the character of the trade be¬ 
tween the or.sterL provinces and the 
West Indies forces tho conclusion that 
an identical trade could be created for 
the western provinces and one that 
would In no way bo an Interference 
with the lumber now handled In the 
east. 

The distarce frotr British Columbia 
through the Panama canal Is roundly 
about 4.000 miles and from the canal 
to the Indie i. 1,000 miles. 


Alfalfa vs. Wheat 

A farmer near Saskatoon Is said to 
have saoded down 2,000 acreo ot al¬ 
falfa, stating .hat he calculates one 
acre of alfalia is worth thirty acres of 
wheat to< the farmer. This man has 
at present iO.OOO sheep. 200 horses, 
and 1,000 ccv.-s, and has 3,000 acres in 
corn. 

The fallacy that Saskatchewan Is 
purely a wh-. at raising country is fast 
fading away in the strong light of act¬ 
ual achiever eat in every branch of 
field and animal husbandry. 

It is cheering to note also that 'lie 
Province of Alberta last year pro¬ 
duced appro Umately $' 5,000,000 worth 
of eggs, poultry and milk, and from 
this milk dairy products to the value 
of practically $6,000,000 were pro¬ 
duced, which is but another evidence 
tfcet the wemern vrovinces are getting 
on a much surer footing than before. 

This improvement in western tend¬ 
ency to go in mere for stock-raising 
and mixed farming will have the effect 
of stabilizing land values and will put 
the farmer In possession of ready 
money from time to time through 
small sales, where hitherto on a 
strictly vheat-farming proposition h9 
has had to wait until a specific time/ 
—when the harvest is in—with conse/ 
quent higher rates of interest oh 
money to carry him th the meantime, 
and difficulty In financing. Mixed 
farming anl stock-raising also means 
men on the land all the year round, 
and altogether increased stability anj 
prosperity for the comlnunity.—Ot¬ 
tawa Journal. - 


FOREST RESERVATIONS IN U. S. 

Good Prog eis Being Made in the 
Work oi Securing Lands for the 
Purpose 

The lands approved for acquisition 
by the United states government for 
national forest purposes in the east, 
since the purebrse policy was inaugur¬ 
ated In 1910, now total 1,104,000 acres, 
representing a purchase price ot $5, 
500,000. About $2,000,000 of the orig¬ 
inal appropriation remains available 
for fur*her purchases in the fiscal 
year 1916.' Tits lends favorably acted 
on to date Include 133,000 acres in the 
White Mountaljz of New Hampshire, 
while 971,000 acres are located In var¬ 
ious parts ol the Southern Appala¬ 
chians, Iron. Virginia to Georgia. 
Nearly 400,000 acres were approved 
for purchase during the past year, r.t 
an average price of $4.96 per acre 

The first object ot administration 
is to protect the forest against fire, 
for the -wo.'oll purpose of steadying 
stream-flow and increasing timber pro¬ 
duction. There is, however, provision 
for all forms of use of the forests not 
detrimental to their permanent value 
as sources cf iimber and water sup¬ 
plies. 


The admirable analysis ot tills ques 
tion ot rur&> depopulation, given by 
Rev. John MacDougall In his book en¬ 
titled “Rura 1 Life in Canada." is ot 
patrlcular Interest to the advocate of 
conservation, In that it emphasizes the 
close connection between the proper 
use ot national resources and the 
maintenance of a large and prosper 
oua rural population. Nations have, 
hitherto, failed to realize the full im¬ 
portance of .his relation and their fail¬ 
ure to do so has been a costly and Ir¬ 
reparable error. 

‘‘Conrervatlon,’ referring to the 
wise use of c. country's natural re¬ 
sources, Is a word ot no narrow mean 
lug. It stands. first and foremost, for 
the elimination of waste and extravag¬ 
ance in respect to those resources 
which are limited iu supply, and for 
the propaagtion of those which, at 
though limitsd, are reproducible. But 
It means more that. that. It stands for 
economy In the ontire field of produc¬ 
tion, as we.l as in consumption,—for 
the utilization of alt portions of th9 
national domain In cuch a manner as 
to secure the maximum return there 
from. These are tho cardinal prin¬ 
ciples which former generations dis¬ 
regarded and which the present has 
not yet learnt to appreciate thorough¬ 
ly. They become fully realized only 
when the results ot disregard are man¬ 
ifested in such tangible forms as the 
present wholesale abandonment -ot 
once-thriving agricultural ti'tnmuBf- 
ties. For this movement of population, 
the failure to observe the principles 
of conservation has not been wholly 
responsible, but it has contributed la 
two ways. 

Primarily, there has been the 
reckless exploration of woodod areas 
which were never of a nature to Just¬ 
ify agricultural settlement Lands, 
with soil adapted only for forestry 
purposes, have been stripped of tim¬ 
ber, exhausted by a few crops and 
abandoned In such condition as to be 
almost useless even for reforestation 
From start to finish the policy pur¬ 
sued has b*ec ruinous to rational 
welfare. 

Secondly—landt which were orlg 
inally of real igrtcultural value have 
been farmed /With utter disregard of 
the possibly of tile exhaustion of 
soil fertility. Undir scientific meth¬ 
ods of cultivation/they would have 
been permanently available for profit¬ 
able agr>6u*t»re; but when literally 
"mlnecF* of 'l elr fertility, have beea 
deserted for newer and more fertll i 
(areas. Such methods may enrich tho 
Individual, but never the nation.. 

Failure to practise conservation 
methods in bygone years is not the 
sole cause of rural depopulation to¬ 
day, but it is probably, the culy one 
ot the several causes, to which that 
movement is di e, which need occasion 
regret to the present generation anl 
reproach to cur ancestors. Most ot 
the other economic causes have in¬ 
creased the productive efficiency of 
the nation; this has Immeasurably 
lowered It—-O M., In Conservation. 


CENTENARY OF PEACE 

U-S. Issues New Two and Five Cent 
Stamps, to be Ready In the 
Kail 

As its contribution to "the celebra¬ 
tion. this year o' the centeuary of 
peace between Great Britain and the 
United States the U.S. post office de¬ 
partment is-preparing to Issue two 
special stain; s, the designs for which 
have been approved by Postmaster 
general Buries..n. 

The stamtB of two and five cent 
denominations will be ready for issue 
early in the fail. The words “Peace. 
1814-1914” will he on each. 

The two-ccnt stamp will have on it 
a hemisphere with a female figure on 
the left holding an American flag, and 
on the right a figure bearing a Brit¬ 
ish flag, the two clasping hands 
across the hemisphere. On the flve- 
cent stamp will be a winged figure 
typifying the spirit of peace, and 
with a dovi of peace flying before it. 


Deer Meat From Labrador 
It would be stiange If some of Can¬ 
ada's "barren lands" should turn out 
to of great value to the country as a 
source of food supply, and yet tills Is 
Dr. Grenfell’s view. He estimates 
that the vast areas of moss-covered 
wilds of Labradt r and Northern Can¬ 
ada will carry from 3,000,000 to 6,000,- 
000 reindeer, which will mean a great 
addition to our food supply. But the 
3,000,000 are not yet in sight—Christ¬ 
ian Guardian. 


WANTS TYPHOID LEGISLATION 

Montreal Phyoiciar. Says Public It to 
Blame for the Ravishes of 
This Disease 

In the division ot general surgery, 
Dr. Armstrong, cf Montreal, a Canad¬ 
ian delegate to the London Clinical 
congress, re.d a paper on “Typhoid 
Perforation.’'- From recent figures, 
embracing aims 9,000 cases, Dr. Arm¬ 
strong showed that one-thirJ ot the 
deaths wqre due to “perforation,' 
which was more common in men than 
in women. 

Municipalities, he said, by effective 
legislation fer seeming a provision of 
pure water and an officient drainage, 
could do untold service in arresting 
the disease and tills enormous waste 
cf young lives. The most susceptible 
period being from .he age of 15 to 
2E years, was a bad reflection upon hu- 
manitarism r.nd business acumen cf 
the laity. Tke medical profess.on was 
not responsible, concluded” Dr. Arm¬ 
strong. 


CROKER Tv OUST MURPHY 

Big Doings Arc Promised Fo- Tam¬ 
many Hall By Harry W. 

Walker 

Richard Crokpr, the old-time leader 
of Tammany Hall, will return to New 
York from Jrebnd and seek to oust 
Charles F. Murphy from the leadership 
of Tammanv Hall, according to Har¬ 
ry W. Walker, confidant of Croker, 
who has returned to New York from 
p visit to Croker in Ireland. 

"Big things ar going to happen 
when croker comen here,” Mr. Walk¬ 
er said. • “He hr lr. Ills possession 
confessions <hac he is going to maka 
public. These will have an important 
bearing on .ils fight against Charles 
F. Murphy, which he will vigorously 
renew.” 


Trying to Improve Russian Education 

The Russian cabinet has de< <ded to 
put before the parliament a bill intro¬ 
ducing a system of universal educa¬ 
tion. 

Education in Russia is imperfectly 
developed. Gn an average out of every 
1,000 of the population, only 211 can 
read and write. Tho Russian empire 
is divided In 15 districts for the pur 
pose of educational administration, 
and. most of tho schools are under the 
ministry of pub'le Instruction There 
are a large i umber of special schools 
however, under separate ministries.

POPULATION IN THE CANAL, ZONE 

Recent Censu. Show That It la on tha 

Decrease 

The population of the Panama canal 
zone has shrunk trom 61,279 In March, 
1912, ito 38.. 06. The house-to-houao 
canvaBs of (he population, taken bo- 
tween June l( and 39 of tills year by 
the pi'lce and d T'j division, shows the 
total population of the zone. Of this 
number 6,701 ara white Amerl.au men, 
ot whom 4,482 are employees of ilie 
Panama canal or the Panama lallroad 
The American women and children 
number 1,574 and 1,635 respectively. 
Ot all other nationalities tlure ore 
16,094 men, including 14,906 em¬ 
ployees, and 6,674 women ar.d 5,625 
children. The figures do not include 
employees living in Colon and Pan¬ 
ama. \ 

Primarily the purpose ot the enum¬ 
eration was to check up the progress 
ot the depopulation of the Caual zone 
of others th..n employees aud their 
families. The census of the canal 
zene made between February 1 and 
March 31, 1912. by the old department 
of civil administration, showed a total 
population In the zone proper of 61,- 
279. The dacretse since that time has 
been 23,573. The decrease amounts 
to about 38 per cent, of the population 
of February-March, 1912, or over 61 
per cent, of the present population 

The police canvass was made by the 
three districts known as Ancon, Em¬ 
pire and Christobal. A police census 
made between January 31 a id Feb¬ 
ruary 10, 19'4, did not differentiate 
between employees and non-em¬ 
ployees. It en-i ..erated American 
men, women ard children, 6,310, 1,799 
and 1,786, a total of 9.895, and all other 
men, women an\ children, 21,332, 7.- 
325 and 6,744 respectively a total of 
35,401. The grand total of Inhabitants 
was 45,296. Tho total number of 
Americans on the, zone has decreassd 
82 since then The total population 
of other n&.lo-ialities has decreased 
7,508. The fetal decrease In the per¬ 
iod of less :han five months lias been 
7,590. 


CARELE8SNE8S CAUSES FIRE8 

A Large Percentage of Foreat Destruc¬ 
tion Caused by Camper* and 
Sportsmen 

An investigation by the New York 
conservation commission as to the orig¬ 
in of forest fires li. the Adlrondacks 
shows that fully 86 per cent, of the 
fires which occurred during 1913 were 
preventable. If smokers had not care¬ 
lessly thrown burning cigars or to¬ 
bacco upon the dry vegetation, one- 
third of these fires would not have oc¬ 
curred. If fishermen had been morn 
careful with their fires and tobacco, 
nearly one-llfth of ihese fires would 
not have occurred. Of the 688 fires 
reported, orly 78, or 11.3 per cent, 
were caused by locomotives, while 
nearly 10 nor cent, were reported as 
being due to the carelessness ol camp¬ 
ers.—C. L., in Conse -vation. 


Servia .and the Servians 
Servia Is a land of social equalitv. 
It has no aristocracy or middle class. 
Its officials aro peasants in gold brail. 
Its people -lve- well with- little work. 
In 1909 It is said there was neither 
pauper nor workheuse In the country. 
Servians would rather talk politics and 
recite poetry than drink. What they 
like best are the sing-song poems that 
tell of their national heroes. “Every 
true Serb lives as much in the past as 
In the presett.” The greatest patriotic- 
outburst that has shaken the nation 
in recent ye rs wa i passionate resent¬ 
ment toward Austria-Hungary In 1908 
when that country’s annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina waked Servia 
from the dream cf a great union of all 
the Serbs. 


Egyptian Assembly Prorogued 

The Egypiian legislative assembly, 
which was opened on Jan. 22 In virtue 
of the new Organic law of July 21, 
1913 has been prorogued until Novem¬ 
ber 1 next. The session recently con¬ 
cluded has been full of Interest, since 
it was the first to be held under 
the new co- ditlons. That the Egyp¬ 
tian public has awakened to the im¬ 
portance of this insMtution has been 
proved by ihe enormous number of 
petitions—over 809 addressed to the 
assembly, the crowds in the galleries 
during the deoates, and the great 
space devoted to the reports by all 
the local papers. 

LUMBERING TO BE EXTRA HEAVY 

Much Timber Felled by Storms or 
Damaged by Bush Fires 

Representatives of the big lumber 
companies operating in the upper Ot¬ 
tawa region state that operations in 
the bush this fall will be unusually 
heavy, and that about 35,000 men will 
be employed about two months hence. 
U is believed that this will go a long 
way toward relieving unemployment 
in eastern cities. The reason given 
for the-extr.. lumbering operations >s 
that a great deal of timber 1-as bee l 
felled by ctorms and slightly dam¬ 
aged by bush fires, and that it must 
be utilized at once before decay sets 
in. 


TRAVELLING SCHOLARSHIP 

National GaJery Offers $1,000 to 
Painters or Sculptors 
The trustees of the National Gallery 
of Canada have decided to grant a,tra¬ 
velling scholarship Of $1,009, to be 
awarded annually at the exhibition ot 
the Royal Canadian Academy of Arts. 
The scholarship will be open to paint¬ 
ers or sculptors of either sex who are 
British subjects. 

Tho winner of the scholarship will 
be required to leave for Europe with¬ 
in three months of the award and to 
reside in Europe for a year. 


Canada Loaca Much Througi Peata 

Canada dibs a‘ least fifty million 
dollars a year through damage to 
crops alone from insect pests, accor-l 
ing to a sta'em-'n* in the Agrlcvltural 
Gazette, publish ed by the department 
cf agricultaie. The protection of in- 
cectivorous nirds. therefor, Is stron- 
ly urged. Investigation has shown 
that fully 65 pe.- cent, of the total food 
of wood peckers. 96 per cent of that 
of fly catchers and 95 per cent, of tha 
yearly food of w.ens Is Insects. 

Another reator given for protecting 
the birds Is the fact that many of 
them consume the steds of weeds 


THE NATIONAL PARKS 
OF M DOMINION 

CREATION OF NATIONAL PARKS 
OF GREAT '.OMMtRCIAL VALUE 
TO CANADA 

Owing to the Increasing Modern 

Taste For Travel, Striking Scenery 

Haa Becoiie On* of the Moat Valu¬ 
able So,.rees of Revenue a Nation 

Can Pusscss. 

An unusual government publication 
lias ncently been issued by the Do¬ 
mini <n parka iranch of the depart¬ 
ment of the interior, It consists of a 

small souvenir booklet artistically,_ 

bound in duplex leather wild grasO^, 
paper and tied with au olive green 
silk cord. The lettering is embosesd 
in gold and a very unique design lias 
been chosen fo - the cover. The latter 
Is cut out so as to fortn a sort of 
frame and in this Is Inset a spray of 
Canadian heather from the Rocky 
Mountains park the purplish flowers 
ot the heather against the wood : 
brown background making a very at¬ 
tractive colour combination. 

It will no doubt be a matter of sur¬ 
prise to many to learn that Canada 
possesses a heather of her own. Tills 
plant is not, as it has sometimes been 
called, a "poor relation” of Uie Scotch 
heather, but has a family connection 
and standing of its own well recog¬ 
nized by botanists, and is nearly al¬ 
lied to the heath of the British Isles. 
The booklet gives an interesting ac¬ 
count of the locality from which tho 
souvenir waB gathered. Simpson pass, 
about, thirty miles from Banff, and of 
some of the legends and stories con¬ 
nected with the heather in other 
lands. Us maiu purpose, however, is to 
call the attention of Canadians to tho 
national parks o, the Dominion, not 
only to the attractions they offer to 
those who me able to visit them, but 
also to tiieli value fn the rational 
life. Their commercial potentialities 
are somewl.at startling It Is pointed 
out that owing to the Increasing mod¬ 
ern taste for travel striking scenery 
has become one of the most valuable 
sources of levenue a nation can pos¬ 
sess. The tourist revenue of Switzer¬ 
land per yes. Is placed at 150 million 
dollars, that <>f France at 600 millions, 
that of Italy at over loo millions. The 
sum which Americana annually spenl 
abroad is e. ((mated at the enormous 
total of five hundred milllou dollars. 

It would appear, therefore, that the 
creation of national parks, which are 
one of the best means of attracting 
and providing for tourist, travel, may 
well be considered as It is now being 
considered -a the United States, as a 
“solid business proposition.” 

It Is on otter grounds than the 
commercial, however, that the parks 
lay claim to r« ognitlon. These great 
natural reserves are reservoirs of vit¬ 
ality for th? race. As au antidote to 
the Ills of over-civilization and the 
complex life of modern cities, they rf- 
fer the opportunity for life In the wild¬ 
erness and .he best fort of recreation 
where fresh air, sunshine and beauti¬ 
ful natural scenery are combined. Tho 
problem of tne preservation of the vit¬ 
ality of tho race is admitted by a'l 
conservationist. today, to be the first 
of all conservation problems, and th* 
value of parks, playgrounds and re¬ 
creation in tills respect is each yoar 
being given a larger place. 

The educational r.nd patriotic In¬ 
fluence of the parks is also touched 
upon as wei'. as the work which th* 
pomlulon pa’k.j branch is doing In tho 
preservation of natlvo wild life In con¬ 
nection with the buffalo, elk, antelope, 
etc., as well as bird life'. There Is alsj 
pointed ou: the need for the creation 
of historic i-arks at a meant ot pre¬ 
servation fo our historic sites, man f , 
of which wc art allowing to disap¬ 
pear. 

A new llr.e of development which 
is worthy of consideration Is suggest¬ 
ed, viz.: the provision of national 
parks near our congested centres of 
population All modern town planning 
makes provislan for parks aud play¬ 
grounds within the city Itself, but 
while these are useful and necessary 
they provide a means of recreation for 
a few hour*- at most. The national 
parks would reserve large areas wher* 
people would be free to go for as long 
as they desired. Such parks would be, 
in reality, "people's estates” and 
would afford tc the ordinary citizen 
many of the advantages which the 
man of weaitli possesses in his coun¬ 
try estate. In the words of the book¬ 
let they would be “places where the 
poor could get a summer cottage or 
camp site fo.' a nominal rental, where 
boys and men cculd camp and fish and 
study nature, where the sick and deli¬ 
cate could find new stores of health 
In the great out-of-doors, by right of 
citizenship, without leave or hind¬ 
rance of anyone." t 

There Is • ill! within easy reach of 
many of ou large cities, land avail¬ 
able for sue i a purpose which is eith¬ 
er public domain or procurable at low 
cost. It wou'il seem worth while con¬ 
sidering the advice given by Ambas¬ 
sador Bryce in Ottawa, before his re¬ 
turn to England, namely, that the 
time to set aside public domain for 
the future nse-lc of Ike people is now, 
not when tke encroachments ot civili¬ 
zation have rendered this almost im¬ 
possible.

room, and for that purpose every 
window of the sick room \honld 
be completely covered by a screen 
of mosquito netting 

Pla»i s, cups, forks, spoons, 
glass-s. etc, used by the patient 
should be washed sepa'a'e'y, well 
scalded with boiling water, and 
kept Bolely for the nse of the pal 
ient. 

Typhtid is a notifiable disease, 
a"d if a rase should occur in your 
house, it would be jour duty to re¬ 
port it at once to the Provincial 
borrd of Health at Edmonton, or 
if you I ve in a city, town, c r village 
or rural municipality, to the Local 
bosrd of Health or to the Medicsl 
Health Officer. Failure to notify 
entails u penalty rf $50,00.

Typhoid fever is a filth dices e. 
and it is a disgrace f r any com¬ 
munity to experience an epidemic 
of Typhoid fever, as suoh is avoid 
able by tbe careful i xercise of 
cleanliness and good sanitary 
measures 

Remembtr tbe Typhoid fever is 
contracted by introducing the germ 
in the mouth and that this germ is 
1 usually carried by flies from the 
I stools of a patient to-lhe food of 
the next to be taken ill. 

Pieventive measures against 
Typhoid fever are takeo by (a) the 
local health au'hority, and (b) tbe 
householder : 

By the Health Autority — 

1 A suppty of pure drinking 
water 

2 An efficient scavenging system 

3 Careful disinfection of o the 
premises after the recovery or re¬ 
moval of A Typhoid patient. 

By the Householder— 

1 Absolute cleanliness of your 
house and yard. 

2 Plenty of fresh air and sun¬ 
light in your house. ' 

3 Flyscreeus for all windows and 
doors to exclude flies, and flypaper 
to catch those that obtain admis¬ 
sion. 

4 If you have an outs’de clcset 
there should be a cover for thfe 
scat, and flies should be carefully 
excluded Use chloride of lime in 
tbe pan or pit. 

5 All garbage and kitchen refuse 
should be kept in oovered caus un¬ 
til removed to the nuisanoe ground. 
If there ia no scavenging system, 
burn or bury all refuse, using 
chloride of lime as a disinfectant 
until it is properly disposecKof. 

6 If yon have any suspicion of 
your drinking water sterilize it by 
boiling it or by the Nasmith- 
Graham method (given below). 
The flat t$ste of cold boiled water 
may be removed by shaking it up 
(after cooling) in a large clean 
bottle. 

The Nasmith-Graham Method 
of Sterilizing Water—A level tea¬ 
spoon full of ohloride of lime should 
be rubbed into a teaoup of water. 
This solution should be diluted 
with three oupfuls of water. Then 
add a teaspoonful of the whole 
quantity to each two-gallon pail of 
drinking water. In ten minutes 
this will have destroyed all typhoid 
and dysentry-prodaciog organisms 
in the water. 

7 If there is a case of Typhoid 
fever in your neighborhood boil all 
milk and sterilize your drinking 
water as described above. 

8 If you have a case of Typhoid 
fever in your house see that care¬ 
ful attention is paid to the follow¬ 
ing instructions ; 

The attention of householders, 
nurses and others attending per¬ 
sons who have Typhoid fever, is 
drawn to the law relating specific¬ 
ally to this disease, viz; Regula¬ 
tion 31. ‘“Whenever any looal 
board receives notice that a case

T HE sole bead of a family, or any 
male over 18 yearRold, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitobu. Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
uppear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxv may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain condition*. 

Duties—dix months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader tnay live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except when residence ia performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing mav pre empt a quartet- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years affter earning homeste'd 
patent; also 50 acres, extra cultivation

Tbe luscious, tree ripened Brit¬ 
ish Columbia preserving peaches 
and plupis are just beginning to 
appear upon tbe market, and, in 
accordance witb oustom, the prairie 
housewife is about to commenoe 
her seasonal fruit preserving activi¬ 
ties. 

The war scare, however, has had 
such an effect upon the price of 
sugar, that many people are won¬ 
dering whether they may not have 
to curtail the quantities of frnit 
that they will put up. 

It is iu the endeavor tore-assnre 
such a large olasa of your readers 
that I write to call attention to two 
things; 

1. While so many'essential ar¬ 
ticles of food have riaen in price, 
on account of the war, fruit is and 
will be aa ohedp as ever. There 
will be distinot economy, therefore, 
in using it to replace aa far as pos- 
aible other more expensive foods.

Bacillus Typosus. The stools are 
loaded with these germs whioh are 
conveyed by flies, or when dry in 
dust. Food and drinking water 
are thus contaminated. 

The period of incubation (that 
is, from the time the germ is intro¬ 
duced into the body, until tbe pa¬ 
tient becomes ill,) is from one to 
four weeks. 

The disease begins with head¬ 
ache, weariness, backache, oongh, 
nosebleeding, and tenderness of 
tbe lower part of the belly. 

The temperature of the patient 
increases gradually from day to 
day. The fever reaches its height 
about the second week, at whioh 
time there usually appears on - the 
ohest, abdomen and flanks an erup¬ 
tion of small rose oolored spots,

This ia the typhoid season, the 
time when it is most likely'to break 
out, and therefore it is especially 
urgent that everybody should ex¬ 
ercise all the preventive measures 
possible in order to escape this ter¬ 
rible illness being among us. 

Tbe Provincial Medioal Health 
Officer has reoentiy issued pamph¬ 
lets dealing with the prevention of 
this disease, and it is as well that 
every person in theprovinoe should 
have the opportunity of knowing 
how to aot iu |order to prevent the 
sickness.
